Under the Intermediate Education ( Ireland ) Act, 1914, as to 
the Application of the Teachers’ Salaries Grant.

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Intermediate Education (Ireland), 
submit to your Excellency this our Report under Rule 4 of the 
Teachers’ Salaries Grant Rules, 1915. 

The sum of £40,000 was duly received by the Board during 
the financial year ended 31st March, 1920. Of this sum, 
£39,610 14s. Od. was distributed to the schools in March, 1920, 
in accordance with the provisions of Rule 2 of the above Rules. The 
sum of £388 4s. 4d. was, with Treasury sanction, allocated to defray 
administrative expenses incurred by the Board in discharge of the 
duties devolving on them under the Intermediate Education (Ireland) 
Act, 1914. 

The schools were requested by the Board to furnish them, under 
the provisions of Rule 4, with the information necessary to enable 
the Board to submit to His Excellency the report required from 
them by that Rule. 

The period of one year from the establishment of the Register 
of Intermediate school teachers having expired, the expression “ duly 
qualified ” as applied to a teacher now means a teacher whose name 
is on the register. 

All schools, except seven which have ceased to exist since the 
grant was earned, have now furnished the returns, and the following 
is a summary of the information contained in them : — 

(1). The total number of Intermediate Schools which have 
furnished returns is 352.* 

* This number, in accordance with the Under Secretary's letter of the 24th 
April, 1915, No. 6635, includes : — 

(a) Two schools formerly on the Board’s list, but which, for one reason or 
another, earned no grant last year, and, therefore, got no share of the Teachers’ 
Salaries Grant ; these schools with 43 pupils and no duly qualified lay teachers 
satisfying the conditions, are under Roman Catholic management. 

! b ) Seven schools which were not under the Board during the school year 
1918-19 ; of these, 3 schools with 107 pupils and 2 duly qualified lay teachers 
satisfying the conditions, are under Roman Catholic management, and 4 schools 
with 80 pupils and 3 duly qualified lay teachers satisfying the conditions, are 
not under Roman Catholic management. 
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(2) . The total number of Intermediate pupils, as defined by Rule 
1 (1), satisfying Rule 3, Condition III., of the Teachers’ Salaries Grant 
Rules, 29th January, 1915, is 24,599. 

(3) . Of the above 236 schools with 17,348 pupils are under Roman 
Catholic management, and 116 with 7,251 pupils are under non-Roman 
Catholic management. 

(4) . In the former (Roman Catholic) class the number of duly 
qualified lay teachers who fulfil the conditions laid down in Condition 
II. of Rule 3 is 299. 

In addition to these there are 202 nuns and 36 members of brother- 
hoods who claim to be lay teachers, and who are registered and fulfil 
the conditions laid down in Conditions II. of Rule 3. A decision as to 
whether these are, or are not, lay teachers under the Rules rests with 
Your Excellency. 

(5) . In those not under Roman Catholic management the number 
of duly qualified lay teachers who fulfil the conditions laid down in 
Condition II. of Rule 3 is 356. Of these one teacher satisfies all the 
conditions in each of two different schools. 

(6) . There are also 7 Roman Catholic laymen heads of schools 
who are owners of their schools, and receive the profits (if any) from 
them. 

(7) . There are also 41 non-Roman Catholic laymen heads of 
schools who are owners of their schools, and receive the profits (if any) 
from them. 

(8) . In the schools under Roman Catholic management there are 
233 lay teachers who are unregistered, or who though registered do 
not fulfil the conditions laid down in Condition II. of Rule 3. 

(9) . In the schools not under Roman Catholic management 
there are 490 lay teachers who are unregistered, or who though regis- 
tered do not fulfil the conditions laid down in Condition ll. of Rule 3.
